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THE  CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT 


In  presenting  the  Accounts  for  this  the  Seventy-seventh 
year  of  the  Wimbledon  Hospital  I  have  to  report  an  excess 
of  expenditure  over  income  of  over  £7,600,  by  far  the  largest 
deficit  ever  shown  in  any  previous  year,  notwithstanding  an 
increase  in  income  of  £1,200. 

Reference  to  the  Accounts  will  show  that  the  increased 
expenditure  arises  under  almost  every  heading  and  is  due  to 
the  rapidly  rising  costs  in  all  directions.  The  Executive 
Committee  tender  their  warmest  thanks  and  deep  appreciation 
to  all  Subscribers  and  others  who  have  helped  to  maintain 
the  income,  with  special  reference  to  the  Organisers  and 
Supporters  of  the  Charity  Cricket  Match,  revived  for  the 
first  time  since  1938,  the  Ladies  Association,  the  Committee 
of  the  Equipment  Fund  and  the  Lyric  Players. 

As  is  generally  known,  the  National  Health  Service  is 
expected  to  become  operative  in  July,  1948,  when  all  Hospitals 
will  be  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  In  the  mean¬ 
time,  the  Committee  will  use  every  endeavour  to  maintain  the 
long  and  proud  record  of  the  services  that  have  been  rendered 
to  the  community  by  this  Hospital  ;  their  difficulties  and 
problems  will  be  of  an  unprecedented  character  but  with  the 
help  of  the  many  friends  who  have  supported  them  in  the 
past  they  have  every  confidence  of  being  able  to  do  so  until 
the  control  passes  into  other  hands. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  I  acknowledge 
with  gratitude  and  appreciation  the  generous  services  of  the 
Hon.  Consultants  and  visiting  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  as  well  as 
of  Matron  and  her  Nursing  Staff,  the  Administrative  Staff 
and  the  many  others  who  have  shared  in  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  throughout  the  year.
